Council tax freeze is 
likely, residents told 


BOSSES at East Cambridgeshire 
District Council have announced they 
plan to freeze council tax this year. 

In 2012/13, council tax in the district 
increased by three per cent and last 
year it went up by two per cent. 

But for 2014/15 the authority is hop¬ 
ing not to have to ask residents to fork 
out more. 

The council says the success of its 
“ongoing medium-term financial 
strategy” has continued to deliver sav¬ 
ings and allowed it to build its reserves 
to a “sustainable level”. 

And despite refusing the 
Government’s offer of a Council Tax 
Freeze Grant in 2012, the authority has 
this time decided to accept it. 

James Palmer, leader of the council, 
said: “Over the last four years, we have 
worked incredibly hard to ensure we 
use our limited funds wisely for 
the benefit of East 
Cambridgeshire. 

“This mantra of always 
seeking best value for money 
has allowed us to again pre¬ 
sent a balanced budget for 
the next financial year. 

“This is a significant 
achievement which officers 
and councillors should be 
proud of as we continue to deliv¬ 
er the best for the district. 

“This diligence has allowed the coun¬ 
cil to propose a tax freeze for next year, 
which is incredibly important to the 
hard-working people of our district 
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who have seen many of their bills rise 
in recent months. 

“We believe the freeze will lighten the 
financial burden a little as the econo¬ 
my continues to recover.” 

The proposed budget for 2014/15, 
which includes accepting the grant, 
will be presented to the council’s 
finance and governance committee 
this afternoon. 

The recommendations made by 
members will then be put before full 
council when it meets next month. 

Cllr Palmer said: “There are many 
challenges we will face in the years to 
come but we have learnt that by taking 
early and decisive action we have made 
the right decisions for the district. 

“We will undoubtedly face many 
more hurdles in the future but 
through initiatives such as the 
‘root and branch’ review we 
are determined to be ready for 
them.” 

The authority’s decision to 
reject the Council Tax Freeze 
Grant in 2012 sparked anger 
at the time, particularly from 
Liberal Democrat and 
Independent members, who 
pleaded with the Conservatives 
to accept it. 

But they voted against it after hearing 
from Linda Grinnell, head of finance, 
that it would leave “holes” in the budg¬ 
et in years to come.

Have your say on 
station area plans 


MAMMOTH plans to “significantly 
change” the area around Ely Station 
have gone out to public consultation. 

A draft ‘Ely Station Gateway 
Supplementary Planning Document 
(SPD)’ has been drawn up by bosses at 
East Cambridgeshire District Council 
aimed at transforming the busy area 
of the city. 

A public consultation was launched 
on Monday and residents, businesses 
and organisations now have eight 
weeks to have their say. 

The plans, which have been in the 
pipeline for years, could see at least 
800 new jobs being created, as well as 
a new ‘public transport interchange’. 

The authority also wants to build 
small retail units around the station, 
approximately 400 new residential 
units, create new car parking for occu¬ 
piers/users of the site - and for the 
railway station - as well as more pub¬ 
lic open space. 

The council says the aim of the SPD, 
which once approved, will be a statu- 
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tory planning document, is to develop 
the station area into a “vibrant urban 
quarter to provide jobs, enhanced 
transport interchange facilities as well 
as creating an attractive gateway to 
the city”. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, chairman of the 
authority’s development and trans¬ 
port committee, said: “The station 
area has been identified as having the 
potential for significant change and 
already has planning applications and 
enquiries about new development. 

“This Supplementary Planning 
Document sets out a framework for 
the future of the gateway and looks at 
types of development around the sta¬ 
tion which can benefit us all. 

“At the district council, we are look¬ 
ing at how to develop Ely to make sure 
that the city contributes to the success 
of East Cambridgeshire.” 

Cllr Bill Hunt, lead member for the 
Station Gateway project, said “As 


always with these types of work, we 
rely heavily on the responses we 
receive during the consultation. 

“It is during this work that the public, 
businesses and other organisations 
can make their voice heard and influ¬ 
ence the plans. So please take the 
chance to have your say in the next 
eight weeks.” 

People have until Friday, March 21 to 
view the proposals and have their say. 

Public exhibitions will be held in the 
former Millets store in Ely’s Market 
Place, on March 6 from 2-7pm and on 
March 8 from 9am-2pm. 

The council has also created a Draft 
Ely Station Gateway SPD question¬ 
naire which can be filled out by visit¬ 
ing www.eastcambs.gov.uk.

Decision on motocross 
park plans to be delayed 


Underage drinking and 
hunting for hay thieves 


A DECISION on contentious 
plans to expand a moto¬ 
cross park will not be made 
until the spring. 

Last October F-15 MX 
applied to Fenland District 
Council to develop Block 
Fen Drove in Mepal so that 
they could host motocross 
racing 114 days a year. 

Their plans, which include 
new facilities for both moto¬ 
cross racing and motorcycle 


riding, have proved contro¬ 
versial among local resi¬ 
dents and organisations, 
and a decision was due to be 
made on February 14. 

However, planners at the 
district council have now 
pushed that back to May 7 
over “outstanding issues 
relating to site plans and 
details, highways, noise 
pollution control and other 
environmental impacts”.

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Gymnastics champ cuts the ribbon at new school 


IRISH gymnastics champion Luke Carson 
was in Soham this week to formally open 
the town’s new primary school. 

The Shade Primary School may have 
opened its doors earlier this month but 
Commonwealth Games hopeful Luke, from 
Northern Ireland, visited the school on 
Monday to officially open the new facilities. 

The talented gymnast worked with the 
school’s Reception-aged children during the 
day, helping them to perfect their roly- 
polies. 

Around 120 people then saw Luke at the 
formal opening ceremony, which also 
featured performances from local primary 
and secondary pupils. 

Lisa Gregory, head of the school, which is 
being run by the Staploe Education Trust, 
said: “Our formal opening day was 
fantastic. 

“Luke was really good with the children. 
He spent a lot of time with them, not only 
teaching them some gymnastics moves but 
also inspiring them, and we hope they will 
remember the day for years to come. 

“It was brilliant to welcome so many 
people into the school and show them 
around. The feedback we received was 
really pleasing.” 

After years of planning and building work, 
The Shade Primary School welcomed its 
first batch of pupils on January 7. 

The school, which takes Soham’s total 
number of primary schools to three, is 
currently catering for 32 Reception-aged 
children, split into two classes. 

The multi-million pound new facilities, 
built to provide places for the ever- 
increasing number of primary school 
children in East Cambridgeshire, will accept 
another class of children in September, and 
every year on from then. 

Miss Gregory was the former assistant 
head teacher at Soham’s St Andrew’s 
Primary School. 



Recycling 
rates in 
district 
on the up 

WASTE bosses say the 
introduction of wheel- 
ie bins in East 
Cambridgeshire has 
increased the district’s 
recycling rate by 20 per 
cent. 

The authority 
announced this week 
that between October 
and December 2013, 
over 3,864 tonnes of 
waste were recycled 
compared to 2,293 
tonnes over the same 
period in 2012. 

It means the recy¬ 
cling rate for the dis¬ 
trict has risen to 54 per 
cent in just three 
months. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, 
chairman of the coun¬ 
cil’s community and 
environment commit¬ 
tee, said: “We thought 
our recycling rate 
would increase with 
the introduction of 
wheelie bins but I don’t 
think any of us expect¬ 
ed such an instant and 
dramatic change. 

“Such a significant 
improvement is testa¬ 
ment to the hard work 
which went into the 
roll out of the new ser¬ 
vice.” 


Dog poo signs 
causing a stir 
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A ROW has broken out 
between dog owners - and 
mysterious signs are at the 
centre of it. 

Just weeks after posters were 
put up in Ely’s Country Park, 
warning dog owners that they 
could be fined up to £1,000 if 
they were caught not cleaning 
up, similar signs have now 
appeared in Soham. 

Whoever is responsible for 
the signs, which have been put 
up in numerous areas of the 
town, has been praised by 
some people - but others are 
angry and are calling for East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council to prosecute those 
responsible for ‘flytipping’. 

Kayleigh Lymer, of Paddock 
Street, has praised the mys¬ 
tery sign erectors. 

She said: “Hats off to the per¬ 
son or people who did this. It’s 
created quite a stir in town 
that’s for sure. 

“Whoever did it is obviously 
just as fed-up as I am with 
dodging dog dirt pretty much 
everywhere you go. 

“Yes, the majority of dog 
owners carry a bag and do 
pick it up but there are still far 
too many who don’t and it 
needs to stop. 



“It’s a major health hazard 
and even if these posters 
encourage just one person to 
clean up their dog’s mess then 
that’s a step in the right direc¬ 
tion.” 

But one dog owner, who did 
not want to be named, said he 
and “many others” were furi¬ 
ous with the posters. 

He said: “Everyone’s talking 
about this, particularly on 
social media websites, and I, 
like many others, have had 
enough. 

“It’s all very well for residents 
to be praising whoever put 
them up but they are effec¬ 
tively no different to the dog 
owners who don’t clean up 


after their pets as they are lit¬ 
tering the streets. 

“I own two dogs and I pride 
myself on being a responsible 
pet owner. It’s not fair that all 
dog owners are tarred with 
the same brush - we are talk¬ 
ing about a minority of people 
here. 

“The posters are a step too 
far and whoever is responsible 
should be fined for flytip- 
ping.” 

Dave White, the district 
council’s waste leader, said: 
“We would encourage resi¬ 
dents to contact Soham Town 
Council, who can obtain offi¬ 
cial signs from us to deter dog 
mess rather than putting up 
their own posters. 

“Incidents of dog fouling can 
be reported to us for removal 
by calling (01353) 665555, 
where any details of offenders 
and regular times of offences 
can be passed on at the same 
time. 

“Dog owners should always 
clear up after their dogs; fail¬ 
ure to do so creates an 
unpleasant and unnecessary 
hazard for other pedestrians 
and they risk getting a £50 
fixed penalty notices wherev¬ 
er offences are witnessed.”

League tables: 
mixed fortunes 


TWO out of East 
Cambridgeshire’s four sec¬ 
ondary schools have slipped 
down the controversial 
league tables for GCSEs and 
A-levels. 

Witchford Village College 
has dropped six places from 
23rd to 29th in the list of best 
performing schools in the 
local education authority 
(LEA) for GCSEs. 

And King’s Ely - one of the 
country’s most prestigious 
independent schools - has 
fallen 35 places from 6th last 
year to 41st this year. 

However, as is the case with 
The Perse in Cambridge, 
which fell from top of the list 
last year to 39th this year, the 
dramatic fall is as a result of 
the school choosing to put 
pupils into more difficult 
IGCSEs instead of GCSEs, and 
they are not included in the 
Department for Education 
(DfE) tables. 
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At King’s Ely, that decision 
meant zero per cent of its 
pupils got at least five A*-C 
grades, including English and 
Maths, in the Government 
measure. 

But Sue Freestone, head of 
King’s Ely, defended the move 
to IGCSEs. 

She said: “League tables, 
like statistics, can be manipu¬ 
lated to tell any tale you wish. 

“We believe that to educate, 
is to draw out the talents, gifts 
and abilities of the children in 
our care. Education should 
never be driven by the need to 
measure, compare and com¬ 
partmentalise the products of 
a system. 

“We seek to motivate and 
enable our students to do and 
be the best they can. 

“King’s Ely pupils are round¬ 


ed people and our aim is that 
they should each be empow¬ 
ered to dance to his or her 
own beat.” 

At Witchford Village College, 
60 per cent of students last 
year achieved five A*-C 
grades, including English and 
Maths, whereas this year that 
number dropped to 54 per 
cent. 

Ely College was 30th in the 
league table this year - the 
same position as the year 
before. 

As last year, 52 per cent of 
GCSE students achieved five 
A*-C grades this year. 

Soham Village College 
moved four places up the 
table from 22nd to 18th. 

The number of students 
achieving five A*-C grades 
increased from 61 per cent to 
67 per cent. 

Cambridgeshire as a county 
now sits 73rd out of the coun¬ 
try’s 152 total LEA areas.

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Bishop’s 
tribute to 
Jim Rone 

A FORMER Canon of Ely 
Cathedral has died after a 
long period of illness. 

The Diocese of Ely 
announced on Monday 
that the Ven Jim Rone had 
died aged 78. 

Jim came to the diocese 
after serving his title in 
the Diocese of Oxford. JJe 
was appointed to the par¬ 
ishes of Fordham and 
Kennett in 1982. 

In 1989, he became 
Canon Residentiary of Ely 
Cathedral, assuming the 
portfolio of Canon 
Treasurer in 1992. 

In 1995, Mr Rone was 
appointed Archdeacon of 
Wisbech, holding this 
office until his retirement 
at the end of December 
2002. 

The Bishop of Ely, the Rt 
Revd Stephen Conway, 
said: “We give thanks for 
Jim’s generous and warm 
ministry which exempli¬ 
fied the very best of the 
Catholic tradition of the 
Church of England. 

“He bore great witness to 
his faith and to his deep 
humanity throughout a 
long illness, during which 
he has been cared for 
devotedly by his wife, 
Mary.” Details of Mr 
Rone’s funeral will be 
released at a later date.

Major refurb at 
Larkfield centre 
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A COMMUNITY centre in Ely 
has been temporarily closed 
for a major refurbishment. 

Hundreds of thousands of 
pounds is being spent on giv¬ 
ing the Larkfield day care cen¬ 
tre in High Barns a new lease 
of life. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council, which owns the 
building, says its budget for 
the internal revamp is 
£800,000 and that the work is 
being carried out by 
Witchford-based firm Andy 
Knott Construction. 

The centre is now closed and 
the authority hopes to reopen 
it by May 23. 

In the meantime, all of 
Larkfield’s day service users 
are being accommodated at 
another county council- 
owned building - The Forum 
in Ely’s Barton Road. 

Other users of the building, 
including the North Ely Over 
60’s group, are meeting else¬ 
where until the work is com¬ 
plete. 

Vicky Hearne-Casapieri, 
chairman of EARTH, a horti¬ 
cultural charity which uses 
the centre, said: “We’ve been 
moved to The Forum while 
the refurbishment work is 


being carried out. 

“Everything is running 
smoothly at the moment and 
we’re looking forward to see¬ 
ing the new-look centre.” 

The revamp includes replac¬ 
ing the building’s heating sys¬ 
tem and transforming the 
run-down kitchen into a small 
cafe. 

A council spokesman said: 
“We are currently doing an 
internal refurbishment 
scheme to bring the Larkfield 
centre up to modern stand¬ 
ards. 

“The work includes replac¬ 
ing the heating system, 
including renewing the boil¬ 
ers to modern, efficient mod¬ 
els and new energy-efficient 


radiators, upgrading the lights 
to energy-efficient LED fit¬ 
tings and upgrading the insu¬ 
lation in both the roof and 
walls. 

“We are also making altera¬ 
tions to the building’s layout 
to suit the day service provi¬ 
sion provided from site, refur¬ 
bishing certain areas to pro¬ 
vide new flooring and decora¬ 
tions and upgrading the old, 
commercial kitchen to a cafe, 
with catering provision, run 
by the day centre users. 

“Our budget for the work is 
£800,000 and the projected 
end date is May 23. Works are 
being undertaken by Andy 
Knott Construction following 
a competitive tender process.”

Say no to wind turbines 

I FULLY agree with Steve Cheetham and his 
views on the proposed Berry Fen Wind Farm, 
{Ely News January 23rd). 

The residents of Aldreth, Haddenham, and 
Sutton are about to experience an Industrial 
(High jacking) of their local rural landscape 
and skyline by a disruptive and 
environmentally damaging industry. 
Monstrous Wind Turbines, with blades that 
will encompass a jumbo 747 jet, are proven to 
be highly damaging to the UK Countryside and 
its Ecology, turbines also pose a great threat to 
wildlife habitat and feeding grounds; swan, 
geese, and raptor are potentially at fatal risk 
from blade collision, (blade tip 170mph). 

The proposed Berry Fen (Wind Factory) is an 
extension of those that blight North 
Cambridgeshire (March, Wisbech Whittlesey) 
who have seen prolific development of wind 
turbines over the past decade (approaching 
one hundred built or at planning). 

North Cambs now seeks closure on this 
desecration of its countryside, this is why the 
tentacles of the wind industry now reach out 
towards East Cambs. 

As experienced in other areas of our region, 
villages within East Cambridgeshire, will have 
their rural views destroyed by this heavy 
moving industry, Ely cathedral will no longer 
be the dominant feature of East Cambs, the eye 
will be always drawn towards 430ft rotating 
wind turbines. 

Those that challenge and undertake the task of 
opposing this rural vandalism have my full 
and total admiration, I have been there, and it 
will be a time of great stress, there will also be 
criticism from the misinformed and those with 
financial interests. 

Wind turbines are no windmills, and are not 
about nestling into the countryside. Turbines 
are a massive heavy industry on rural sites that 
produce very little but create massive 
disruption and great cost to the public and 
environment. The only winners are the 
landowners and developers. 

Turbines are now regarded by many as a dead 
end technology and not fit for purpose; the 
wind industry starves other green technologies 
from much-needed funding for research and 
development, and contributes to increasing 
fuel poverty. 


While some ministers reportedly claim wind 
energy is a scam, the PM says local views must 
be heard in the case of Wind Developments, so 
now let REAL public consultation and debate 
begin.

Marina re-opens 
after crane crash

A MARINA which was left badly 
damaged following a crane acci¬ 
dent has now re-opened to the pub¬ 
lic. 

The Fish and Duck Marina in Flolt 
Fen, Little Thetford, suffered thou¬ 
sands of pounds worth of damage 
when a 60 tonne, eight-wheeler 
crane toppled into the water. 

The incident happened last July - 
just a couple of months after James 
and Davina Harvey re-opened the 
marina following a major refurbish¬ 
ment. 

The driver of the crane, who was 
carrying out restoration work, was 
inside the cab at the time but man¬ 
aged to escape unharmed. 

Now, following yet further repair 
and refurbishment work, the popu¬ 
lar marina is open to the public once 
again. 

It can also now offer the boating 
community a new slipway, extra 
hard-standing for storage of boats 
and trailers and a boat-valeting ser¬ 
vice. 




John Aldous, manager of the mari¬ 
na, said: “Luckily no one was hurt, 
but it left a large dent in the piling 
and rendered some areas unfit for 
mooring. 

“The crane incident couldn’t have 
come at a worse time. But we believe 
that it is important to focus on the 
positives - we learnt a lot, it helped 
us further focus our health and 
safety policy and we have regener¬ 
ated from the ruins.” 

Since the incident, the marina, 
which is located on the pivotal point 
of three of the region’s largest rivers, 
has managed to fill nearly half of its 
available mooring berths in just 


over six months. 

Mr Aldous said: “We are now look¬ 
ing towards the future and further 
expansion of what we already offer 
boaters. 

“The new slipway enables boat 
owners to haul their boats in and 
out of the water at the marina - 
whether this be for repairs, winter¬ 
ing of boats or simply to access the 
river systems. 

“In addition to the slipway and as 
part of the development of our ser¬ 
vices, we have also created a hard- 
standing for storage of boats and 
trailers, and we also now offer boat 
valeting.” 

Mr and Mrs Harvey were also 
awarded a premises licence for the 
marina when they bought the site - 
a move they hope will allow them to 
rebuild the pub and restaurant that 
was once there. 

The Fish and Duck Inn was demol¬ 
ished in 2009 - much to the disap¬ 
pointment of locals.

MP backs campaign for safe school crossing 



AN MP is throwing his weight behind a campaign 
for a pedestrian crossing to be installed outside a 
village primary school. 

It was in November last year that childminder and 
mum-of-two EmmaTurrell spearheaded a 
campaign to get a zebra crossing built outside 
Downham Feoffees Primary School in Little 
Downham. 

Emma, 33, of Matthew Wren Close, says there 
have been numerous near collisions outside the 
school, in Main Street, and has been gathering 
support for the crossing since last summer. 

Local councillor Anna Bailey, Busy Fingers Pre¬ 
school, the primary school itself and Little 


Downham Parish Council are also all 
in support of the crossing. 

And now MP for North and East 
Cambridgeshire, Steve Barclay, has 
launched a petition urging the county 
council to install a crossing there. 

Mr Barclay said: “Having viewed first¬ 
hand the number of children and vehicles 
at school closing time, there is a clear need in 
my view for a zebra crossing. 

“This would cause minimal inconvenience to 
motorists whilst greatly enhancing safety for the 
children coming in and out of school.

justify the £20,000 of installing a zebra 
crossing.

EMPTY shops in the Ely area could 
soon be given a temporary lease of 
life thanks to a new scheme. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council is launching a new pro¬ 
gramme called the ‘East 
Cambridgeshire Pop Up Grant 
Scheme’. 

The project involves giving poten¬ 
tial retail entrepreneurs the chance 
to test out their ideas in either exist¬ 
ing shops whose owners are willing 
to work alongside them - or in 
vacant stores. 

Through a ‘pop-up’ shop, an entre¬ 
preneur can test with real custom¬ 
ers whether their product could 
work and also bring vacant retail 
space back into use. 

The grant scheme will make small 
grants of up to £500 available to act 
as an incentive to new retailers who 
have not previously had retail pres¬ 
ence - with priority given to appli¬ 
cations from local people. 

Cllr Tom Kerby, who leads on eco¬ 
nomic development at the council, 
said: “We know there are many peo¬ 
ple working on a very small scale - 
sometimes online or from their own 
home - who are looking for the 
chance to test their ideas. 

“These are the people the East 
Cambridgeshire Pop Up Grant 
Scheme is there to help - to give 


them the opportunity to take tem¬ 
porary shop space to sell their prod¬ 
ucts. 

“The pop-up business scheme is 
just one initiative which we are 
developing to help those people who 
are looking to set up a business take 
their first tentative steps. 

“By working with the trade associ¬ 
ations and groups like Your Ely, we 
are looking at ways which we can 
help keep our town centres special. 

“For I think we all understand that 
for the centre of our towns to remain 
vibrant, we all have to be innovative 
and think a little differently. By 
grasping the opportunities and 
working together, I am sure we can 


be successful.” 

The last business of its kind to run 
in the city was a pop-up patisserie 
by talented local baker Fiona 
McDuff.

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Business park 
‘not suitable’ for 
Muslim base

FAMILIES’ safety would be at 
risk accessing a Muslim commu¬ 
nity and prayer centre on a busy 
business park, says the boss of a 
firm based there. 

Gary Hartwig, managing direc¬ 
tor of Packwell D&S Limited, 
which is based on the Chettisham 
Business Park, just outside Ely, 
has lodged a formal objection to 
Ely Muslims’ plans to transform 
the former Aquarius Furniture 
warehouse on the business park 
into a community and prayer 
centre. 

As previously reported, the 
group wants to turn a 280sq m 
area inside the warehouse into a 
meeting point for local Muslim 
families where they can worship 
and celebrate religious activities 
and cultural festivals. 

Speaking to Ely News, Mr 
Hartwig said: “I’m not against the 
plans because it is the Ely 
Muslims. I have many Muslim 
friends. The business park is just 
totally the wrong place for a facil¬ 
ity like this.” 

InalettertoEastCambridgeshire 
District Council’s planners, he 
said: “Chettisham Business Park 
is a very busy storage distribution 
and industrial area operating 
under the Factories Act. 

“The site is not suitable for 
access by the general public, par¬ 
ticularly children under school 
leaving age. There is no pedestri¬ 
an pathway from the main road 
to the premises.” 

Mr Hartwig added: “Heavy 
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goods vehicles and forklift trucks 
operate at and near to the 
entrance to the property, which 
in terms of health and safety 
would be unsafe for access for the 
general public.” 

No other comments have yet 
been sent to the council. 

In a statement to the authority, 
Mr Shair Choudhury, leader of 
the Ely Muslims, said: “The 
Muslim community is aware that 
potentially this application could 
become controversial but it is 
hoped that the proposal will not 
cause any adverse issues with the 
relationship with adjoining users 
and occupants, and that the 
change of use to this building will 
be acceptable. 

“The proposal presents an eco¬ 
nomically viable opportunity to 
create a meeting place for a com¬ 
munity of approximately 65 peo¬ 
ple from a catchment area of Ely, 
Soham, Littleport and the sur¬ 
rounding villages, and will 
increase the potential for 
increased co-operation with the 
non-Muslim population.” 

Muslims who live in the Ely area 
currently have to travel as far as 
Cambridge for religious celebra¬ 
tions, although for Friday prayers, 
the group hires a dance studio at 
Ely’s Paradise Centre. 

A decision could be made with¬ 
in eight weeks.

Get your 
chimney 
swept, say 
fire chiefs 

TWO chimney fires broke out 
in East Cambridgeshire within 
days of each other - sparking 
a warning from fire service 
chiefs. 

Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service says it is 
attending more and more 
chimney blazes and that 
homeowners can make that 
stop by getting their chimneys 
swept. 

At around 6.20pm on Friday, 
crews were called to a 
chimney fire at a property in 
The Row, Sutton. 

And on Sunday, at around 
10.35pm, firefighters were 
called to another chimney fire 
at a home in Sennitt Way, 
Stretham. 

Group Commander Chris 
Parker said: “If you have an 
open fire, it is vital that you 
have your chimney swept at 
least once a year to prevent a 
build-up of debris. 

“In addition to this, the 
brickwork on the chimney 
should also be inspected, 
particularly in the roof space 
to ensure there are no 
cracked or broken bricks 
which embers could escape 
through. 

“Not only could a fire cause 
major damage to your home 
but it could also put the lives 
of your family at serious risk.”

AN artist who has already 
made his mark in Cambridge¬ 
shire is set to brighten up a new 
collection at a museum. 

Four stained glass panels, 
designed by artist Geoffrey 
Clarke, have been bought by 
Ely’s Stained Glass Museum 
after fundraising efforts saw 
£15,000 raised to acquire them. 

But now, the museum needs 
to raise £5,000 so the panels can 
be displayed in all their glory. 

Curator Jasmine Allen said: 
“Geoffrey Clarke is one of the 
key stained glass artists in the 
stained glass industry. 

“We have bought these pieces 
directly from his studio. The 
works are interesting because 
they have never been installed 
in a building. Some of the sizes 
of his works on display are 


monumental.” 

Mr Clarke, who is today better 
known for his sculptures, has 
his work featured in both the 
Fitzwilliam Museum and Jesus 
College in Cambridge. His son, 
Jonathan Clarke, is also fea¬ 
tured in Ely Cathedral with a 
sculpture called The Way of Life. 

Three of Geoffrey’s pieces 
acquired by the museum date 
back to 1949, while the other 


dates from 1956-59. 

Dr Allen added: “The stained 
glass panels reveal Clarke’s 
experimental techniques and 
demonstrate how he combined 
the skill of blacksmith, welder, 
stained glass artist and pattern 
maker to produce unique art¬ 
works in glass.” 

The fourth piece, Fragment, 
from 1956-59, is said to be the 
“sole surviving example” of his 


early sculptural work in lead 
and glass. Now, Dr Allen is urg¬ 
ing people to give a donation so 
the Stained Glass Museum can 
display the pieces. 

She said: “It is amazing that 
all of this work is here in 
Cambridgeshire in this lovely 
cathedral building. 

“Geoffrey Clarke is a very sig¬ 
nificant artist. 

“A lot of his sculptures were 


made in Cambridge. We want to 
get them on display so people 
can see and enjoy them. 

“These pieces can help to 
build our modern collection.” 

The Stained Glass Museum 
needs £5,000 to display the 
pieces.

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Itoo houses 
planned for 
school land 


GOVERNORS of a leading independent 
school want to build two new houses 
near the city centre.

In a statement to planners at East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, the 
school’s agents, Cheffins, said: “The 
development site is located at the rear 
of 35, St Mary’s Street, and currently 
comprises part of the large rear garden 
for that property. 

“Number 35 is owned by King’s Ely 
and has been used for boarding pupils. 

“King’s no longer need the property 
and they expect to submit a planning 
application for the change of use of the 
property back to a single dwelling (C3 
Use) in the very near future. 

“It is considered that the erection of 
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two new three-bedroom dwellings in 
such a sustainable location, close to the 
city centre, would be desirable, subject 
to meeting normal planning considera¬ 
tions. 

“The site is extremely well located for 
most services and facilities and is with¬ 
in easy walking distance of the High 
Street, local schools and nurseries.” 

The new properties would be accessed 
via the shared access road that serves 
the car park behind St Mary’s Surgery. 

The agents said: “The space available 
has been fully utilised with regard to 
the sensitivities and constraints of the 
site. 

“The positioning of the new houses 
has been sited to ensure that the impact 
of the built form complements its sur¬ 
rounding context, particularly with 
regard to neighbour amenity, orienta¬ 
tion, impact on trees, wider distance 
views and overall visual impact on the 
conservation area.”

HOW the Ely area can become more 
eco-friendly is to be the subject of a 
public consultation.

Cllr Peter Moakes, chairman of the 
council’s development and transport 
committee, said: “With East 
Cambridgeshire already home to 
solar farms and an anaerobic diges¬ 
tion plant, it is right that we plan now 
for the future growth of renewable 
energy industry. 

“There is significant potential in 
the district for the growth of com¬ 
mercial scale energy generation in 
the years to come but we must make 


sure it develops in harmony with 
East Cambridgeshire’s needs.” 

The consultation will look at the 
following: 

• Visual landscape impact and key 
views 

• Biodiversity and geology 

• Heritage Assets 

• Residential amenity 

• Safeguarding areas (for airports 
and military bases) 

• Site restoration 

• Wind farms and electromagnetic 
transmissions 

The council says the document will 
also emphasise the need for develop¬ 
ers to undertake “early and mean¬ 
ingful community engagement” in 


developing their renewable energy 
proposals. 

Cllr Moakes said: “We are drafting 
specific planning documents giving 
clear guidance for developers and to 
assist the council in determining 
planning applications. This will help 
companies and landowners know 
what they can do in the district but 
look to reassure communities too.

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Victims of crime 
being promised 
more of a voice 

CAMBRIDGESHIRE’S Police and Crime 
Commissioner is promising to give local 
victims of crime more of a voice. 

Sir Graham Bright has announced he is 
putting forward a variation to his Police and 
Crime Plan next month - and that victims will 
be put more in the driving seat. 

Police and crime commissioners have a duty 
to keep their Police and Crime Plans under 
review and may vary it at any time. 

However, the draft revised plan must be 
issued to the Police and Crime Panel for review. 

Sir Graham said: “In Cambridgeshire we have 
been forging ahead with plans to give victims 
of crime a much stronger voice. 

“I have already received some funding from 
the Ministry of fustice which is helping to 
ensure I have sufficient capacity to do the 
necessary groundwork to prepare for the 
further broadening of my role. 

“We have additional money coming our way 
from October this year which will mean I have 
responsibility for commissioning support 
services for the 30,000 people who report crime 
each year in the county. 

“I want to put the victim in the driving 
position, ensuring they receive the necessary 
help in the aftermath of a crime committed 
against them. 

“For many, the offence against them is only 
the start of what can seem to many to be a 
traumatic process. 

“It is our collective duty to ensure they are 
effectively supported throughout the criminal 
justice system. 

“My role, and the operation I am now 
running, is completely different to the one I 
inherited and it is increasing all the time. 

“The variation to my plan, and the 
accompanying finances, is truer reflection of 
that broader role.” 

The variation to the plan will also include a 
stronger focus on effective partnership 
working to reduce the number of victims in the 
first place by tackling offending, re-offending 
and approaches to vulnerable people. 

It champions a “whole public sector service 
approach to problems that are common to all. 

Ensuring the commissioner is adequately 
supported in his pledge to be the voice of the 
people, not the police, also features highly.

Should we have the 
right to end our life? 



THE heartbreaking demise of Coronation 
Street character Hayley Cropper has crept into 
the hearts of soap fans and foes alike. 

But her wish to end her own life before the 
end stages of pancreatic cancer set in has 
sparked a fresh debate - is it right for terminal 
patients to die on their own terms? 

Viewers watched as Hayley, played by lulie 
Hesmondhalgh, choked down a lethal dosage 
of drugs in Monday’s episode after months of 
planning her own death. 

Husband Roy Cropper (David Neilson) 
struggled to come to terms with Hayley’s 
wishes since she told him of her plan in 
October last year. 

Robert Barnes, of Ely, was by late wife Lisa’s 
side as she battled cancer for two years. 

She died in 2010 at the age of 57, after spend¬ 
ing eight days and nights at the Arthur Rank 
Hospice. 

Mr Barnes, who has since raised £91,000 for 
the hospice, said: “The hospice was like heav¬ 
en on earth really - it’s a place of tranquility, a 
place of dignity and it’s a place where the staff 
are very well trained but also compassionate.” 

Lisa checked herself into the hospice 
because she knew the end was coming, Mr 


As viewers across the 
country bid tearful farewells 
to Coronation Street’s Hayley 
Cropper last week, reporter 
DEBRA FOX investigates a 
patient’s right to die. 

Barnes said. 

During the final eight days, Mr Barnes took 
care of his wife’s personal needs, such as 
dressing, bathing and feeding, and the nurses 
took control of medication. 

He said: “Palliative care that the hospice 
offers has been there a long time, but what has 
changed is the technology to help and input 
the care. 

“I guess people are finding the road between 
life and death easier.” 

Mr Barnes, 63, tuned in to Coronation Street 
to watch Hayley’s final scenes and hailed the 


episode as “very true to life”. Assisted-suicide 
was never something that entered his, or his 
wife’s mind. 

“It never came into our equation,” he said. 

“Lisa was so positive - on the day she died I 
took her home so she could choose a hat to 
wear to a wedding we were supposed to be 
going to. 

“It was never in our way of thinking.” 

Father Patrick Langham, Catholic chaplain 
at Cambridge University, has said that life is a 
gift, and we should not be the ones to decide 
when it is over. 

Father Langham said: “Once one says in cer¬ 
tain cases we do have the right to end life we 
really open a whole situation where questions 
arise as to what life is worth living. 

“In some cases it may be very clear that life is 
poor - but there may be others where it is 
arguable.” 

If we begin to dictate when a life is not worth 
living vulnerable people could be taken 
advantage of, Father Langham said. 

“Life is a gift, even when life is really com¬ 
promised and difficult - we don’t have author¬ 
ity to end it in the early stages, or the late 
stages”, he said. 

Lynn Morgan, CEO of the Arthur Rank char¬ 
ity, said that patients should always seek 
advice from medical experts, their GP, or their 
local hospice. 

She said: “We would always hope that we 
could actively support patients so they didn’t 
feel that it (assisted-suicide) is what they 
needed. 

“People should always seek that expert 
advice - I think it is always worth contacting 
to find out the options that may be on offer.” 

Arthur Rank offers spaces for inpatients and 
can also care for people at home in their final 
days. 


Dignitas - ‘live and die with dignity’ 


AN association founded in 1998 
at Forch, Switzerland, offers 
patients with terminal illness, 
and severe physical and mental 
illnesses assistance with dying. 
The DIGNITAS organisation has 
a motto of live with dignity, die 
with dignity - and ensures that 
patients who seek help from the 
organisation have their wishes 


carried out. 

Those wishing to use the services 
must pay a membership fee to 
DIGNITAS. 

Next, patients meet with an 
independent doctor for two 
consultations. 

Patients seeking assistance with 
death must also produce a signed 
document, stating their wishes, 


which must be countersigned by 
two witnesses. 

If they are unable to sign, a short 
video can be used instead. This 
evidence is only required in the 
event of a legal dispute. 

Following this, Swiss doctors 
can issue DIGNITAS with a lethal 
prescription, to be dissolved in 
water and drunk.

IT is one of the most extraor¬ 
dinary stories of the Second 
World War - how Jewish 
schoolgirl Anne Frank and 
her family lived for two years 
in a secret hideaway in a bid 
to escape death at the hands 
of the Nazis. 

Next week, a major new 
exhibition about her life - 
including a near life-size rep¬ 
lica of her bedroom - will go 
on show at Ely Cathedral. 

Anne was the youngest 
daughter of Otto and Edith 
Frank, German Jews who 
lived in Frankfurt. When 
Adolf Hitler was elected as 
German Chancellor in 1933, 
anti-semitic rage became 
rife, and the Franks moved to 
Amsterdam to escape it. 

They lived peacefully until 
the Nazi invasion of the 
Netherlands in 1940, where, 
once again, life became hell. 

Anne Frank wrote in her 
diary: “Our freedom was 
severely restricted by a series 
of anti-Jewish decrees: Jews 
were required to wear a yel¬ 
low star; Jews were required 
to turn in their bicycles; Jews 
were forbidden to ride trams 
or in cars, even their own . . . 
Jews were forbidden to go to 
theatres, cinemas or any 
other forms of entertainment; 
Jews were forbidden to use 
swimming pools, tennis 
courts, hockey fields or any 
other athletic fields... but life 
went on ...” 

In July 1942, Anne’s sister 
Margot received a call-up let¬ 
ter for work in Germany, 
meaning deportation and 
almost certain death. The 
girls’ father Otto had been 


expecting this - and so the 
whole family went into hid¬ 
ing. 

Their new home was in a 
secret annexe at the back of 
Herr Frank’s office building. 
They lived there - in the com¬ 
pany of other friends fleeing 
Nazi oppression - unable to 
venture outside or make any 
noise. Then in the summer of 
1944, they were betrayed and 
were deported to concentra¬ 
tion camps in Eastern Europe. 

Anne, Margot and their 
mother, Edith, died in the 
camps. Their father was the 
only resident of the secret 
annexe to survive. 

The exhibition at the cathe¬ 
dral, run in partnership with 
the Anne Frank Trust UK, will 
have a replica of Anne’s bed¬ 
room constructed in the Lady 
Chapel. There will also be an 
interactive virtual tour of the 
secret annexe. 

A spokesman for the Anne 
Frank Trust said: “It is split 
into themes which reflect sig¬ 
nificant modern day issues 
such as human rights, racism, 


nationalism, personal 
responsibility and moral 
courage. 

“The object is to help chal¬ 
lenge today’s prejudice and 
injustice and help promote a 
positive attitude towards dif¬ 
ferences in age, gender, race, 
ethnicity, religion and disa¬ 
bility.” 

The exhibition is being for¬ 
mally opened on Tuesday, 
February 4, by Cambridge- 
based Holocaust survivor Eva 
Clarke. 

Eva’s mother was a prisoner 
in Auschwitz concentration 
camp and Eva was born just 
weeks before liberation. She 
and her mother were the only 
members of her family who 
survived - the others all per¬ 
ished in the camp. 

Mark Bonney, Dean of Ely, 
said the cathedral was 
“delighted and honoured” to 
be hosting the event, which 
runs until February 27. 

He said: “We hope people of 
ah faiths and no faith will 
find the time to come and 
experience it for themselves.”

Carer assaulted colleague 


A CARER looking after a blind 
and deaf man in his own home 
sexually assaulted a colleague 
while they worked a shift togeth¬ 
er, a court heard. 

Enoch Butawu, 35, was at the 
vulnerable resident’s home in 
Sutton on August 25 where he was 
supported by a female carer. 

Following a trial at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court, Butawu was 
found guilty of sexually assault¬ 
ing the 23-year-old during the 
course of their joint 7am to 10pm 
shift. 

At the court’s sentencing hear¬

Cambourne, repeatedly touched, 
groped and tried to remove the 
clothes of his victim while she 
attempted to carry out her tasks. 

The father-of-two asked if he 
could have sex with her and if she 
would marry him, as well as mak¬ 
ing comments about her body - 
while close to the patient. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, said it 
was the first time the defendant 
and victim had worked together 
and they had been employed by 
different care providers. 


He said: “Within half an hour of 
working together, the defendant 
was looking her up and down, and 
standing in doorways so she had 
to squeeze past him. 

“He then proceeded to ask her 
lots of questions about her sex life 
which she said were unpleasant 
and made her feel uneasy and 
uncomfortable. She was scared.” 

Then at 12.30pm he groped her 
left breast in the kitchen while she 
was washing up, before further 
incidents in which he lifted up her 
hooded sweatshirt to see her bot¬ 
tom and another in which he held 
her thighs. 

Mr Brown added: “She told him 


a number of times he could not 
touch her.” 

She later confided with friends 
about the offence, and conse¬ 
quently left her job, claiming 
Butawa “ruined her life”. 

Elaine Havord, mitigating, said 
the victim had reciprocated on 
some of the occasions and that 
cultural differences had played a 
part. 

Butawu, who left his post, was 
given a 12-month community 
order, with supervision and 100 
hours of unpaid work. 

He must also pay £400 compen¬ 
sation and sign the sex offenders 
register.

TO celebrate the 450th 
anniversary of Christopher 
Marlowe’s birth, who better 
to stage his most captivating 
play, Doctor Faustus , than 
the Cambridge University 
Marlowe Society?

Broken bones jut through 
shattered limbs and bullets 
scythe through flesh as the 
four-strong team continues to 
fight to the tragic end, aware 
that their struggles could be in 


vain. It's a heroic and harrowing 
portrait of bravado in combat 
and the bonds of brotherhood 
behind enemy lines. 

At Bagram Air Base, Marcus 
Luttrell (Mark Wahlberg), 
Michael Murphy (Taylor Kitsch), 
Danny Dietz (Emile Hirsch) 
and AAatt Axelson (Ben Foster) 
await their assignment. During 
downtime, they welcome Shane 
Patton (Alexander Ludwig) 
into the ranks via an initiation 
ceremony, which involves 
dancing in front of the other 
men and reciting a Navy SEALs 
mantra. 

"No matter how dark it gets, 
or how far you fall, you are 
never out of the fight," he 
barks. 

Soon after, Lieutenant 
Commander Erik Kristensen 
(Eric Bana) gives the order to 
hunt Ahmad Shah (Yousuf 
Azami), who is suspected of 
killing marines in Afghanistan. 
The reconnaissance is fatally 
compromised when three 
shepherds, two of whom are 
boys, stumble on the SEALs' 


hiding place. 

The men argue about whether 
they should shoot the locals or 
let them go. 

"It's nobody's business what 
we do up here," argues Axelson. 

Murphy takes the final 
decision to let the villagers go 
and within hours, the SEALs are 
surrounded by hundreds of gun- 
toting Taliban. 

The title of Berg's film might 
give away the ending, but 
Lone Survivor still jangles the 
nerves as Luttrell and co refuse 
to surrender in the face of 
overwhelming odds. 

Wahlberg, Kitsch, Hirsch 
and Foster rise to the physical 
challenge with gusto, propelling 
themselves around hazardous 
mountain terrain as the enemy 
swarms. 

But while Lone Survivor hits 
hard in the action set pieces, 
and leaves us breathless and 
slightly queasy thanks to 
brilliant make-up, the film is 
underpowered when it comes to 
fleshing out the characters and 
their back stories.

Forget the 

spadework 


EACH autumn, there’s a collective, nationwide 
groan as gardeners think about the endless digging 
they’ll be doing over winter to improve their soil’s 
condition for the following year. 

But Charles Dowding, pictured, renowned 
market gardener and expert 
vegetable grower, can offer 
them some good news. 

Over the years, he has 
conducted many experiments 
comparing the effect on plant 
growth of digging with not 
digging and has found that a 
'no-dig' approach is the way to 
go. It not only saves time and 
exertion on digging, but also 
on weeding, because far fewer 
weeds grow on undisturbed soil. 

He insists that growth and 
quality are improved by simply covering beds with 
2.5-5cm (1-2in) of compost over the surface. 

"The usual recommendation is to dig or even 
double dig the soil for growing vegetables," he 
says. "Because this is repeated so many times, 
most gardeners accept the task without wondering 
if it is really necessary. In fact, there is no need to 
dig at all.” 

Initial clearance of weedy and grassy ground 
can mostly be achieved with mulches (such as 


cardboard and compost) and some digging out of 
woody plants, then you can maintain the plot by 
weeding regularly. Surface compost weathers to a 
soft mulch over winter and can be directly sown or 
planted into, he adds. 

"Soil does not need to be 
mixed, stirred, scraped or 
tickled. Only large lumps of 
organic matter on top require 
some knocking around with a 
fork or rake to create an even 
surface, mostly in winter and 
spring." 

Dowding has run an 
experiment since 2007 to 
understand the effect on soil 
of digging and not digging, 
comparing growth of the same 
vegetables growing side by side 
in dug and undug beds. 

"In the absence of digging, I have found that 
harvests are as high, sometimes higher, while 
some extra quality of growth on undug soil may be 
apparent. 

"Soil in the undug beds, with compost on its 
surface, is well-drained, retains more moisture in 
dry springs and grows fewer weeds and stronger 
vegetables, especially at the start of the season," 
he explains in his new book Veg Journal, which

offers month-by-month no-dig advice. 

A key point in the no-dig approach is that undug 
soil is firm, which is not the same as compacted; 
roots have freedom to travel and are well-anchored 
at the same time. 

"Fertility is enhanced by an increase of 
undisturbed soil life, which mobilises nutrients 
and helps plant roots to access them," he 
continues. "This is most noticeable in early spring, 
when growth on undug soil is generally faster 
by comparison with dug soil, whose fertility, in 
terms of soil life, is still recovering from the winter 
digging." 

In experiments he found that during spring and 
early summer, many vegetables on the dug beds, 
especially radish, onions and spinach, started 
growing more slowly, and that in the undug beds 
the leaves of spinach and lettuce were thicker 


and glossier, the radish roots were shinier and the 
onions had a deeper colour. 

He says that firm soil is often wrongly labelled as 
'compacted', yet soil which has been mechanically 
loosened and fluffed up is not stable, which is why 
you have to walk on planks after digging heavy soil 
to avoid compaction. 

Compacted soil is squishy when wet, rock-like 
when dry, contains few or no worm channels, 
is hard to crumble in your hand and may smell 
sulphurous because of lack of oxygen. It usually 
happens in the top 15-20cm (6-8in) of the surface 
and if it does, he advises adding plenty of organic 
matter. 

He concludes: "My advice is simple: disturb your 
soil as little as possible."

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


d Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings.

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Used car data reveals UK trends 



THE NEW MODEL RANGE ROVER SPORT: A much-desired item

Long waiting lists for brand 
new examples, combined 
with buyers’ desire to be seen 
with the latest fashionable 
4x4 on their drive, are ensur¬ 
ing hunger for any used 
examples. Values are there¬ 
fore remaining ultra strong. 
However, so long as you carry 
out a history check to ensure 
the one you’re looking at is 
what it claims to be - for 
instance, that it hasn’t been 
clocked and isn’t still on 
finance - then this is a car 
worth paying a premium for. 

“In terms of cars that hold 
their value, safe bets don’t 
come much safer than the 
Nissan Qashqai. Although the 
new model Qashqai has just 
been unveiled, the previous 
model - a rare example of a 
car which created its own 


niche in the market - contin¬ 
ues to go from strength to 
strength. Qashqai is in 
demand so residual values 
remain strong. As always, it is 
well worth checking before 
you buy to make sure the one 
you’re looking at hasn’t been 
previously written-off. 


“For our ‘used star’ this 
month I’ve chosen the Jeep 
Grand Cherokee. Priced new 
in line with many of its 
German rivals, the Grand 
Cherokee does have flaws and 
the brand struggles for main¬ 
stream appeal. As such, a 
combination of competition 


from discounted new models 
and relatively weak used 
demand make for huge initial 
depreciation on what is actu¬ 
ally a decent and visually 
striking vehicle. It is a very 
affordable used car, if you can 
afford the running costs. 
When it comes to negotiating 


on price, remember, as well as 
revealing a car’s history, 
MyCarCheck.com also pro¬ 
vides vehicle valuations - a 
great tool for haggling with 
dealers or private sellers.” 

As to market trends, Amos 
continued: “Historically, the 
first week of the year sees a 
spike in sales activity. The job 
of hunting for Christmas pre¬ 
sents is done and buyers turn 
their attention to car shop¬ 
ping. Dealers see a drastic 
increase in both forecourt 
footfall and internet and tele¬ 
phone enquiries - sure signs 
that the lull is over. Some trad¬ 
ers have stocked up already, 
trying to buy while the market 
is slow - a smart move. 

“The 4x4 market is buoyant 
as ‘exceptional’ weather - 
rain, rain and more rain - 
continues to makes head¬ 
lines. Demand remains 
strong for Freelander, Q5 and 
X3. These are a prestigious, 
fashionable and practical 
solution for many. Values 
remain strong, even though 
Freelander has been around 
in its current guise for a long 
time. 

“Kuga, CX5, Qashqai and 
their peers also remain popu¬ 
lar. Qashqui is enjoying a 
similar success story to 
Freelander in that it’s been on 
the market for a good few 
years. It still looks fresh and is 
in demand. This car was the 
first on the scene and kick- 


started the ‘crossover’ mar¬ 
ket. 

“We are still seeing a distinct 
lack of ready to retail vehicles 
in trade channels. This is 
keeping values strong across 
the board, as long as the car is 
in good condition with the 
right service history. There’s 
an increasing trend of traders 
buying more stock from pri¬ 
vate sellers, offering near to 
the private asking price - per¬ 
fect if you’re a private seller as 
it’s usually a straightforward 
business deal, a less emotional 
purchase. 

“At the 5-8 year old end of 
the market, we are still seeing 
one particular vehicle in very 
strong demand: The VW Golf 
Mk5. In diesel, especially the 
2.0 TDi GT, buyers can’t get 
enough of good examples. 
High mileage seems not to 
put potential owners off, 
especially when combined 
with a full main dealer histo¬ 
ry and having had a cambelt 
change. 

“Looking ahead, 2014 will 
see strong demand for used 
vehicles. Ready to retail stock 
will remain the key to top 
money. Our values haven’t 
dropped dramatically at the 
end of 2013 and into 2014. 
Only the usual undesirable 
models, such as the ageing 
A6, have seen a drop of around 
3%, purely due to higher road 
tax costs and general mainte¬ 
nance.”

AFTER the worst winter 
storms to hit Britain for two 
decades, drivers are being 
reminded about the need for 
more regular tyre checks. 

With its potential to cause 
aquaplaning, standing water 
remains a major hazard in 
many parts of the UK, while 
damaged road surfaces also 
presents a different tyre 
related challenge. However, 
by taking just a few minutes 
to inspect your tyres regu¬ 
larly, TyreSafe advises that 
the impact of these issues 
can be reduced. 

“Although floods in many 
areas are starting to subside, 
motorists are still faced with 
a couple of serious tyre relat¬ 
ed challenges which can be 
minimised if they spend a 
few moments regularly 
checking their tyres,” advis¬ 
es Stuart Jackson, chairman, 
TyreSafe. “The checks are 
incredibly easy to make, but 
they could make the world of 
difference to your safety on 
the road.” 


While driving through 
deep flood water has a wide 
range of associated risks and 
should be tackled with 
extreme caution, smaller 
areas of standing water may 
be less easy to avoid but 
equally dangerous. 

On vehicles equipped with 
tyres that have insufficient 
or low levels of tread depth, 
water between the tyres and 
the road surface may not be 
removed quickly enough. 
This layer of water builds up 
in front of the tyres until the 
tyre loses contact with the 
road surface. This loss of 
traction, or aquaplaning, 
causes the wheels to slip and 
prevents the vehicle from 
responding to steering, 
braking or acceleration. As a 
result, the vehicle can lose 
control, starting to skid or 
spin dangerously. 

To reduce the risk of aqua¬ 
planing, drivers are advised 
to check the tread depth of 
their tyres. New tyres often 
have a tread depth of around 


8mm, far greater than the 
legal minimum requirement 
of 1.6mm, which makes 
them much more efficient at 
removing water and able to 
cope with standing water. 

nough to suffer from aqua¬ 
planing should heed the 
advice of organisations such 
as the AA who recommend 
holding the steering wheel 
lightly and lifting off the 
throttle until the tyres 
regain grip. 

Meanwhile, damaged road 
surfaces and potholes 
caused by the recent wet 
weather also present anoth¬ 
er significant tyre safety 
hazard. When tyres hit large 
potholes, they have the 
potential to be suffer inter¬ 
nal damage which could 
cause the tyre to fail cata¬ 
strophically, leaving the 
driver unable to control the 
vehicle.
